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BUREAUCRACY MARCHES ON 
The records of the NR A show that in July, 
1934 , when it was at the height of its activities 
under the administration of General Johnson, 


i t had 4,678 employees, who received $714,764 
monthly in salaries, and a monthly administra­ 
tive cost of $8 8 7,046. 
The records show that in July, 1935, six weeks 
after the Supreme Court had declared it to b e 
unconstitutional, it had 3,943 employees, with a 
salary list of $8 45,253, and a total administrative 
cost of $1,017,127. 
In other words, six weeks after it had b een 
outlawed, and the administration declared it was 
at an end, it was costing $200,000 more each 
month than it was at the height of its activi­ 
ties. 
It is notab le that despite a decrease of 735 in 
the numb er of employees, there was an increase 
of $130,48 9 in salary lists. In other words, the 
New Deal soaked the little government clerk b y 
firing him, b ut kept the high priced political 
lieutenants who will b e needed b ecause of their 
political influence — not only kept them, b ut ap­ 
parently increased their salaries. 
Then along came congress and passed more 
laws, estab lishing a score or more b ureaus and 
commissions with $10,000 salaries, and Mr. Roose­ 
velt is now b usy appointing men and women to 
fill these places. 
This is the same Democratic President, who, 
during the campaign, deplored the estab lish­ 
ment of b ureaus and promised the voters to re­ 
duce the cost of government. 
Incidentally , the same thing was true here in 
Indiana, with McNutt promising the ab olition of 
various b ureaus, and look what we got!
